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EDITORIAL NOTES 


A Little Theatre Bookshelf 


Prepared by RosamMonp GiLpeR for the National Theatre Conference 


HE place of the small local theatre in American life need no longer be 
| disputed. Whether it is called little, community, civic, university, col- 
lege, or high school, whether it is educational, amateur, semi-amateur 
or fully professional, whether it springs from a desire to help the community, 
or a need of self-expression, the little theatre exists. Its manifestations are 
innumerable, its quality as varied as the human material of which it is made, 
but its value in the employment and the illumination of leisure, whether 
earned or enforced, cannot be denied. Kenneth Macgowan, whose Foot- 
lights across America is the best summary of the entire situation, estimated 
in 1929 that there were approximately 100 independent little theatres, 100 
college theatres, 1,000 play producing groups, 6,000 high school classes that 
give plays as part of their class work, with another 6,000 whose dramatic 
clubs function energetically in play production. He rolls up a grand total of 
some 335,000 workers in these various “‘little’”’ theatres, an audience running 
into the twelve millions. It is hardly surprising that the demand for good 
books on various phases of little theatre work should constantly be increas- 
ing, and that classrooms, book stores, and libraries are finding it more and 
more convenient to set aside a shelf, a section, or a whole department for 
theatre books. 

The bookshelf here suggested is meant to serve the librarian, teacher, 
student, organizer, and little theatre addict in those communities where thea- 
tre libraries and the knowledge of experienced theatre workers is not avail- 
able. It is brazenly selective, the briefest of brief bibliographies on a sub- 
ject that has stimulated a large outpouring of books during the past fifteen 
years. It gives one or two only of the many titles available on each phase 
of the subject, for it aims at being serviceable rather than comprehensive. 
These books could be assembled in any moderate sized library or bought at 
small cost. Every little theatre director has in his mind, or on the shelf over 
his desk, a somewhat similar selection, governed by his particular needs and 
tastes, and developed along the lines of his chief preoccupations. 
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It is as just such a working collection that this list is intended. Almost 
every book in it contains bibliographies in its own particular field, so that 
with these twenty-nine volumes as a nucleus, the shelf can be extended in 
any direction desired. Where two or three competent books in the same 
field exist, the choice between these is necessarily arbitrary. Books of re- 
cent date have been preferred as being more easily secured and as contain- 
ing, in their historical and bibliographical material, more up-to-date infor- 
mation. 

With the limitations of this restricted list in mind, it has seemed wise to 
begin with a group of longer bibliographies. The titles in all of them are not 
only selected with care but each one is described in more or less detail. Dr. 
Tucker, in his Theatre books for the school library, has had in mind the needs 
of the classroom. My own Theatre library is meant not only as a buying 
list, but also as a general guide for the student in the history, theory, and 
practice of the theatre. Mr. Pawley’s list, Theatre architecture: a short 
bibliography, is of particular value to those contemplating the building or 
development of a theatre, while the play lists are ever useful for those in 
search of material for production. 

The matter of play selection is a problem in itself, and one that cannot 
be even approached in so brief a selection as this. Yet a theatre shelf with- 
out plays seems an absurdity and therefore a few anthologies are added by 
way of sketching in the historical and literary background of present-day 
drama. For individual, current needs, special play lists must be consulted. 
Play publishers print very complete, descriptive catalogs with plot synopses, 
details of cast, information on royalties, etc. The two play lists included 
in this bibliography are helpfully descriptive and practical, having been com- 
piled by those experienced in the needs of the little theatre groups. Lists of 
new plays of all publishers can be secured from shops which specialize in the 
theatre, such as the Drama Book Shop of New York, from University Ex- 
tension departments in many colleges, and from organizations such as the 
National Theatre Conference. [From all these sources a shelf of plays can 
be developed which fits individual needs. The anthologies here listed are 
merely an irreducible minimum of historic background, selected with particu- 
lar attention to the bibliographical and biographical material which they in- 
clude.

Botsford, 
1931. $5) shows not only the original illustrations 
and working drawings of how to cut and make the 
costumes, but also gives photographs of actors in 
the costumes thus made.
